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PREFACE 

Tho  Guide  to  the  County  Archives  of  Indiana,  of  which  this  volume  for 
Orange  County  constitutes  a  part,  v:as  prepared  for  the  primary  purpose  of 
furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citizens  of  the  community 
■with  a  convoniont  tool  for  their  uso  in  consulting  the  county  records.  It 
is  also  hoped  the  information  contained  in  these  volvmos  will  encourage  the 
public  in  goneral  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  better  measures.    It  is  hoped 
the  information  presented  herein  oonccining  the  present  housing  and  caro  of 
records  and  accomodations  for  persons,  v.no  nay  wish  to  consult  then,  Trill 
prove  to  have  value  for  officials  and  the  general  citizenry*  ^.1  -f      '  1 

The  inventory  of  records  v/as  made  during  the  period  l.!ay  12  to  June  25, 
1936,  under  supervision  of  S.  J.  Kagan,  State  Diroctcr;  Robert  Riddle,  District 
Supervisor;  and  John  R.  Milligan,  District  Research  Editor.    The  field  workers 
\rero  Lester  B.  Cole,  Claude  liallott,  and  Vivian  Meredith,  all  of  Bedford. 
Cooperation  was  given  by  the  county  and  Works  Progress  Administration  officials 
to  make  this  survey  successful.    Field  vrorkers  spent  one  day  re-arranging 
records  in  the  stororoon  of  the  courthouse  in  order  to  place  then  in  proper  order. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picture 
of  the  reoords  in  bibliographical  form.    The  inventory  is  preceded  with  a  number 
of  introductory  sections-  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  forming  the 
bade  for  tho  record*.    The  entrioc  of  th*  inventory  arc  oarried  in  consecutive 
numbering  for  the  entire-  county,  -while  the  departments  are  arranged  alphabetically. 
T.here  it  is  applicable  natural  groupings  under  a  subject  heading  are  made 
within  the  office.    A  cross  referonce  index  following  the  inventory  is  intended 
to  help  the  reader  locate  records  with  the  least  effort.

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Orange  County,  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Staxo,  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  Lawrence  County,  on  the  east  by  Washington  and  Crawford  Counties-, 
on  the  south  by  Crawford  County,  and  on  the  v.-ost  by  :.i.rtin  and  Dubois 
Count ios.     It  has  an  aroa  of  407  square  miles. 

Prior  to  the  timo  tho  white  nan  settled  in  Orange  County  there  is  but 
little  reliable  information  concerning  the  Indians  v/ho,  for  the  cost  part, 
roamed  the  county  in  search  of  game,  and  occasionally  to  plunder.    There  was 
very  little  permanent  Indian  settlement.    In  the  northeastern  part  of  the 
oounty  a  Shawnee  Chioftain  known  as  "Xing  2  illy"  ruled  over  a  small  Shawnee 
village  whioh  stood  on  the  banks  of  Lost  River,  not  far  from  the  spot  where? 
that  stream  disappears  into  the  ground.    "King  Billy's:11  wife  is  said  to  have- 
been  a  red-haired  white  woman. 

The  first  white  settlor  in  Orange  County  came  to  what  is  now  South  East 
Tor.nship  from  llorth  Carolina  in  1307,    John  Hollowell  located  on  tho  b amies  of 
Patoka  Creek  near  the  present  site  of  Valeene,  and  was  soon  followed  by  John 
Hobson  and  Robert  3reezo»    A  little  later,  Thomas  Self,  John  Tarr,  Thomas 
7 Wguson,  David  Brown,  Samuel  Stoloup,  and  George  moon,  were  among  those  who 
constituted  the  settlement  in  South  East  ToT/nship,    Peter  liahan  came  to 
Stamper's  Creek  Township  sometime  in  1009, 

During  the  year  1811,  a  group  of  settlers  cane  to  the  territory  now 
called  Paoli  Township,  built  cabins,  and  entered  land  around  the  present  site 
of  bbe  town  of  Paoli.    This  group  included  Thomas  Atkinson,  Jonathan  Lindley, 
Solo.T.on  and  V.'illiam  Cox,  Thomas  Hopper,  and  Thomas  Farlow.    For  the  next  few 
years  the  settlement  of  the  county  wont  ahead  rapidly;  the  new  comers  in  the 
main  were  Quakers  from  Orange  County,  South  Carolina, 
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Grange  County  was  formed  December  26,  1815,  by  an  act  of  the  Territorial 
Legislature  out  of  lands  comprising  Knox,  Gibson,  and  Y/ashington  Counties*  At 
that  time  the  county  was  approximately  thrco  times  its  present  size  and  its 
boundaries  wore:    "Beginning  on  the  Indian  boundary  line,  "where  the  range  line 
dividing  ran^e3  two  and  thrco  west  of  the  second  principal  meridian  interuoots 
said  boundary  lino;  thenoe  south  with  said  range  line  until  it  intersects  the 
lino  dividing  the  oountios  of  Perry  and  Gibson;  thence  oast  -with  said  line 
until  it  intersects  the  -western  boundary  line  of  Harrison  county;  thenoe  north 
■with  said  lino  to  the  south-west  comer  of  Washington  county,  and  north-west 
comor  of  Earrison  county;  thence  east  with  the  lino  dividing  Harrison  and 
Washington  counties^  until  it  intersects  the  line  dividing  sections  sixteen 
and  seventeen  in  range  two  east,  town  one  south;  thence  north  with  said  line 
dividing  sections  sixteen  and  seventeen  to  the  Indian  boundary  lino;  thence 
westward ly  with  said  Indian  boundary  line  to  the  place  of  beginning*"  (Acts 
of  Indiana  Territory,  1815,  pp.  57-53), 

Two  years  later,  at  the  erection  of  three  new  counties,  the  major  part  of 
the  territory  of  Orange  County  was  taken  away  leaving  the  county  at  its 
present  size* 

A  very  small  portion  of  Harrison  County  then  was  transferred  to  Orange— act 
of  January  29,  1818,  effective  Llarch  lsts    "Beginning  on  the  second  principal 

meridian  line*  flhtri  an  east  and  west  cootienal  line  dividing  sections  thirty 

and  thirty  one,  in  township  one  south,  and  range  one  east  strikes;  the  same; 
thence  east  with  said  sectional  line  to  the  south-east  corner  of  seotion  numbdr 
twenty  nine,  in  township  one  south  and  range  two  east?  thence  north  with  a 
sec-ional  line  to  the  comer  of  Orange  County;  thence  west  with  the  line  of 
Orange  comity  to  the  aforesaid  meridian  line;  thence  south  with  the  same  to  the 
place  of  beginning."    (Laws  of  Indiana,  1317-18  special,  pp.  25-26.) 
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This  sarao  act  transferred  to  Crawford  County  at  tho  timo  tho  latter 
wu3  organised  all  that  port  of  Orange  County  south  of  a  section  lino 
boginning  at  tho  southeast  com.  r  of  section  25,  township  1  south,  range. 
1  west  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  running  thence  west  with  the 
sectional  line  to  tho  lino  dividing  ranges  2  and  3  west,  (ibid.,  p.  27.) 

At  this  session,  a  part  of  Orango  County  was  transferred  to  Lawrence' 
County  upon  its  formation — act  of  January  7,  1318,  effective  I/arch  16th r 
"Beginning  at  the  range  line  dividing  ranges-  two  and  three  frost,  at  the 
centre  of  taon  throo  north,  ana  running  thence  east  to  the  line  dividing 
tho  counties  of  Washington,  Orange  and  Jackson,  thence  north  with  said  line 
to  the  lino  dividing  townships  six  and  seven  north,  thence  west  -with  said 
line  ^to  the  line7  dividing  ranges  two  and  three  west,  thence  south  with  said 
range  line  to  the  place  of  beginning."    (Laws  of  Indiana,  1817-18  (special), 
pp.  12-13.) 

A  third  subtraction  was  nn.de  from  Orange  County1  s  territory  in  forming 
Monroe  County— act  of  January  14,  1313,  effective  April  10th r    "Beginning  on 
tho  lino  of  Orange  and  Jackson  counties,  where  the  line  dividing  townships  six 
and  seven  crosses  the  same,  thence  we3t  with  the  last  mentioned  line  to  the 
line  dividing  rangos  two  and  three  '.vest,  of  the  second  principal  meridian, 
thence  north  with  said  range  lino  to  the  Indian  boundary,  thence  southeast- 
wardly  with  said  boundary  to  the  lino  of  Orange  and  Jackson  counties,  thence 
south  with  the  same  to  the  beginning."     (ibid.,.  14-15.) 

From  this  time,  the.  county  has  remained  unchanged. 

Thore  are  ten  townships  in  Orange  County:    French  Lick,  Greenfield,  Jackson, 
Horth  East,  North  West,  Orangeville,  Orleans,  Paoli,  South  East  and  Stamper's 
Creek.    The  incorporated  cities  and  towns  are  French  Lick,  Orleans,  Paoli,  and 
•Vest  Baden* 
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Zacharioh  Lindloy,  tho  organizing  Sheriff  appoint od  by  tho  Governor, 
suporvizod  tho  first  oloction  hold  in  the  newly-formod  county  early  in 
1S13.    Thomas  Pulton  and  Samuel  Chambers  were  elected  associato  judges,  and 
as  such  had  the  supervision  over  county  affairs  -which  a  little  later  -was 
delegated  to  the  Conmiss loners.    They  met  at  tho  hone  of  William  Lindiey,  Jr., 
and  dividod  the  county  into  townships  and  appointed  township  officials* 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  select  the  county  seat— Peter  Hclntosh, 
Ignatius  Abel,  Hiram  Boon,  ilarston  G.  Clark,  and  Samuel  Jack— reported  that 
the  site  on  which  Paoli  now  stands  had  boon  donated  by  Thomas  Lindiey  and 
Thomas  Hopper  for  a  seat  of  justice.    Jonathan  Lindiey  was  appointed  County 
Agent  and  authorised  to  plat  Paoli  and  place  the  lots  on  sale. 

In  Pebruary,  1817,  the  County  Commissioners  replaced  the  associate  judges 
as  tho  governing  body  of  the  county.    Tho  first  to  hold  this  office  were- 
Samuel  Cobb,  Zzekicl  Blackv.-ell,  and  Jonathan  Lindiey.    Zachariah  Lindiey  was- 
the  first  Treasurer;-  William  Eoggatt  v.as  Clerk  and  Recorderj  "Tilliam  Lindiey 
vra.3  Surveyor,  and  TDenzer  Doan  was  Coroner*    The  first  Auditor  was  John  Baker, 
who  took  office  in  1841. 

The  first  Circuit  (jourt  in  Orange  County  opened  February  17,  1816,  in 
the  home  of  V.'illiam  Lindiey,  Jr.    On  the  second  Monday  in  July  of  the  same 
year  the  court  met  for  the  first  time  in  the  log  courthouse  v.hich  was-  orected 
in  Paoli.    This  building  was  used  only  a  short  tijne  and  subsequent  sessicrs 
of  tho  court  7/ero  hold  in  private  homes  or  stores. 

Tho  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  second  courthouse  was  let  on  February 
1,  1817,  to  Jonathan  Lindiey  and  completed  in  Kovember,  1818.    It  was  a  two 
story  stone  building,  33  :c  50  feet  in  size  and  stood  on  the  public  square. 

The  ■chira  and  present-day  courthouse  was  completed  in  1350.    It  is  a  brick 
building  53  x  74:  feet  in  size  and  is  surmounted  by  a  cupola,  in  which  a  town 
clock  was-  placed  in  1856.

Tho  county  serves  as  a  unit  for  the  maintenance  of  poacc  through  the 
Sheriff;  the  a&dLnictration  of  justice  through  the  judicial  circuit;  the 
administration  of  v;elfare  work  through  hospitals,  infirmaries  and  poor 
relief  systems;  the  administration  of  public  v;orks,  such  as  highways, 
buildings,  and  drainage  systems;  the  imposition  and  collection  of  ta;:cs ; 
the  holding  of  elections;  tho  administration,  to  a  limited  decree,  of 
education;  and  tho  enforcement  of  State  laws-  and  decrees. 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  Cranio  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  pov;ers  of  a  local  administrative  character  (l  Indiana  Rev, 
Stat.,  1352,  Ch.  20,  Sec,  !)•    A  B card  of  finance  has  jurisdiction  over 
financial  matters  (Acts  1907;  Burns  61-606  /l26ie7).    Che  elective  board, 
County  Council  (Acts  1899;  Burns  26-502  /5ooo7),  has  powers  of  administrative 
character  on  budget  and  tax  levy  matters.     As  a  protection  to  the  taxpayers- 
of  tho  county,  the  Board  of  P.eview  was  established  and  re-established  (Acts 
1591;  Acts  1919,  Bums  64-122  /l^ZO'J)  to  review  and  correct  assessments; 
and  later  folloTfcc  the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Ta::  Adjustments  (Acts  1953; 
Burns  64-304).    The  record  of  the  actions  of  the  two  above  boards  arc 
incorporated  with  the  records  affected.    In  1936,  tho  General  Assembly  established 
tho  Orange  County  Board  of  Public  ".'.'elf are  (Acts  1936,  Special  Sesx ion,  Bums 
52-1117)  with  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  a  charitable  character. 
Since  tho  above  board  was  organized  in  1936,  there  are,  as  yet,  no  records. 

The  constitution  provides  that  the  State  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
divided  into  judicial  circuits  and  a  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  elected 
for  each  circuit  (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  7,  Sec.  ]l).    The  forty-second  circuit, 
Orange  and  "..'ashington  Counties,  vras  established  in  1907  (Acts:  1907;  Bums 
-1-352  /14G57).

The  constitution  directs  that  there  shall  bo  elected  by  the  people, 
at  tho  time  of  holding  general  elections,  a  Cleric  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
Auditor,  recorder,  Troasurer,  Sheriff,  Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana 
Const,,  Art.  6,  Sec,  2);  and  that  such  other  county  office",  as  may  be 
necessary a  shall  be  oleotcd  and  appointed  in  such  manner  as  may  bo  pres- 
cribed by  law  (Indiana  Const,,.  Art,  6,  Sec,  3).     In  1399,  tho  General 
Assembly  prescribed  the  appointive  office  of  Health  Commissioner  (Acts  1598; 
Burns  26-501  /5862/)  to  protect  and  administer  to  the  health  of  tho  people 
of  Orange  County,-  in  1919,  the  elective  office  of  Assessor  (Acts  1919; 
Burns  64-1101  /i420C>7)  to  supervise  assessment  of  property,-  and  in  1923, 
the  appointive  office  of  Agricultural  Agent  (Acts  1923r  Burns  25-4911)  to 
further  agricultural  progress  in  tho  county.    The  Surveyor,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  acts  as  Highway  Supervisor  (Acts  1955,-  Bums  36-1110)  to 
supervise  construction  and  repair  of  Orange  County  roads. 

The  administration  of  education  in  Orange  County  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations)  is  under  tho  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education 
and  tho  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  (Acts  1SS9,  1911,  1915,  and  1927; 
Bums  28-702  /65077), 

Betv/een  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  the  Constitution 
of  1351,  practically  no  changes  v:ere  made  in  the  form  of  government  in 
Orange  County.    Following  this  period  to  tho  present  time,  changes  '.vera 
mainly  enlargements  of  the  government,  such  as  creation  of  the  above  offices 
The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of  separate- 
records  as  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each 
respective  office. 
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Aa  each  office  was  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  type 
of  records  which  should  bo  kept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  particular  form 
of  tho  page.    Orange  County  was  allowed  its  own  form  of  accounting  until, 
in  1909,  tho  legislature  established  tho  State  Board  of  Accounts  which 
formulates,  prescribes,  and  installs  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting 
which  is  uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class  (Acts  1903; 
Burns  60-202  fiZootf),    Under  this  law,  some  of  the  records  were  combined 
to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping*    The  law  also  permits 
tho  use  of  bound  looseleaf  records  in  almost  all  cases  where  the  records  are 
typod.    The  quality  of  the  paper  and  ink,  binding  and  rebinding  practices- 
are  left  to  the  judgment  of  tho  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  except  that 
a  good  quality  is  asked. 

V.henever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  tho  records  for 
any  office  of  Orange  County  from  mutilation,  tho  Board  of  County  Commissioners: 
issuos  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  the 
records  for  preservation  (Acts  1877;  Burns  26-204  /sQOtJ)  .    Such  records  so 
trar.scribod  have  tho  force  and  effect  of  the  original  record  (Acts  1S77; 
Burns  26-535  /C0947). 


HOUSING  OF  PUBLIC  RECORDS 

Tho  Orange  County  courthouse,  const rue tod  in  1850,  of  brick  and  stone, 
measures-  781  by  40'  by  40',  allowing  149,760  cubic  feet  in  space.  The 
building  houses  tho  offices-  of  Assossor,  Auditor,  Clerk,  Recorder,  Surveyor, 
Highway  Supervisor,  Sheriff,  and  Treasurer  on  the  first  floor;  Superintendent 
of  Sohools  on  the  second  floor 7  and  a  vault  is  located  under  the  Auditor's 
office.    It  is  approximately  10?o  fireproof,  and  houses  40$  of  the  records  in 
a  firoproof  vault.    There  have  been  no  donates  to  the  rocords.  at  any  tine* 

Tho  Agricultural  Agent's  bureau^  located  in  the  southwest  part  of  the. 
Shorrod  Building,  Paoli,  and  all  records  are  housed  there.     It  is  recommended 
that  ample  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  this 
bureau  and  its  records  in  the  courthouse. 

•  The  Assessor's  bureau,  located  in  the  southoast  corner  of  tho  first  floor, 
is  corbinod  with  the  Auditor's  office    Approximately  4$  of  the  bureau's  records 
are  housed  here,  while  96;"o  are  located  in  the  vault  under  the  Auditor's  office. 

The  Auditor '3  bureau,  located  in  the  southeast  comer  of  the  first  floor, 
r.easures  33*  by  18*  by  12*,  with  two  doors  7-|'  by  3^-',  and  five  windows  7§'  by 
5  1  •    The  floor  is  hard-rood,  ceiling  and  Trails,  plaster,  all  in  fairly  good 
condition.    The  ventilation  is  poor,  temperature  varies,  and  there  is  plenty 
of  dust,  soot  and  dampness.    Along  the  east,  west,  and  south  Trails,  there  are 
80*  of  steel  and  wood  shelving,  of  v.hich  70'  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes, 
vrhile  filing  cabinets  provide  20'  of  boxes-  12"  deep,  containing  unbound  materials. 
It  is  crowded,  allowing  no  space  for  expansion.    One  desk,  two  tables,  and  ten 
chairs,  afford  fair  accommodations  to  users.    Approximately  55$  of  the  bureau's 
records  are  housed  here,  while  4$  of  the  Assessor's  records-,  and  75/o  of  the 
Highway  Supervisor's  records  are  stored  here.

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The  Clerk1  a  bureau,  located  in  the  northwost  cornor  of  the  first  floor, 
measures  29  l/3»  by  18 »  by  12*,  with  two  doors  3;>'  by  7>».    Tho  floor  is 
hardwood;  coiling  aood  panelled;  walls-,  plaster;  all  in  good  condition.  The 
ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions  vary,  with  plenty  of  dust,  soot  and 
dampness  prevalent.    Along  tho  north,  eqst,  and  west  -walls,  also  in  center 
of  the  room,  there  are  130'  of  shelving,  all  of  -which  are  occupied  with  bound 
volumes,  v.hile  filing  cabinets  provide  750'  of  boxes-.  9"  deep,  containing 
unbound  materials*    It  is  crowded,  allowing  practically  no  space  for  expansion* 
Two  largo  flat  top  desks,  and  seven  chairs  afford  the  only  accommodations  to 
users.    Approximately  90;»  of  the  bureau's  records  aro  housed  here,  while  10% 
are  in  tho  vault  under  Auditor's  office.    Also  15%,  of  the  Sheriff's  records 
are  stored  here* 

The  Commissioners1  bureau,  located  in  the  Auditor's  office,  houses  all 
rocords  there. 

The  Coroner's  bureau  is  located  in  the  privatd  office  of  Dr.  Dillenger, 
State  Bank  Building  of  French  Liok,  and  25%  of  the  records  are  housed  there, 
•while  25%  are  located  in  the  Auditor's  office,  and  50%  are  in  the  Clerk's 
office.    It  is  recommended  that  ample  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  the 
proper  housing  of  this  bureau  and  its  rocords  in  the  courthouse. 

The  Health  Commissioner's  bureau  is  located  in  the  private  residence  of 
Dr.  Workman,  Third  and  Jackson  Street,  and  all  records  are  stored  there.  It 
is  recommended  that  ample  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing 
of  these  public  records  in  the  courthouse. 

Tho  Supervisor  of  Highway's  bureau,  located  in  the  Auditor's  office, 
houses  75%  of  its  records  there  and  25%  in  the  vault  under  the  Auditor's  office. 

Tho  Recorder's  bureau,  located  in  the  south-west  comer  of  the  first  floor, 
measures  25 »  by  IS*  by  12 »,  with  one  door  71  by  3vj-',  and  four  windows-  7»  by  4'. 
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Tho  floor  is  hardwood;  celling,  wood,  walls j  piaster;-  all  in  good  condition. 
The  ventilation  and  atmosphoric  conditions  vari-es",  and  there  is  plenty  of 
dust,  soot,  and  dampnoss.    Along  the  east  and  north  walls,  thoro  are  78'  of 
steol  shelving,  all  of  which  are  occupied  with  bound  volur.es,  '.mile  filing 
cabinots  provide  9'  of  boxes.  26"  deep,  containing  unbound  materials.    Thero  is 
no  space  for  expansion.    Tito  large  office  desks,  three  flat-top  desks,  and  six 
chairs  afford  the  only  accomodations  to  users-.    Approximately  59^  of  tho 
bureau's  records:  aro  housed  here,  while  l/o  are  stored  in  tho  vault  under  th© 
Auditor's  office.    All  of  tho  Surveyor's  records  arc  housed  here. 

Tho  Superintendent  of  Schools'  buroau,  located  in  the  southwest  comor 
of  the  socond  floor,  measures  18'  by  10'  by  12',  with  two  doors  8'  by  3',  and 
three  windows  8'  by  3  5/6'.    Tho  floor  is  wood,  covered  v.-ith  linoleum.,  ceiling 
and  walls,  wood  and  plaster,  all  in  fairly  good  condition.    Tho  ventilation 
and  atmospheric  conditions  varies,  and  there  is  plenty  of  dust,  soot,  and 
dampness.     In  tho  northwest  comor,  and  along  tho  north  wall,  there  are-  14' 
of  wood  shelving,  all  of  which  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  filing 
cabinets  provide  16'  of  boxes,  25"  deep,  containing  unbound  materials.    It  is 
very  crowded,  allowing  no  space  for  expansion.'    Two  large  desks,  and  other 
office  equipment  are  the  only  accommodations  to  users.    All  of  the  bureau's 
records  aro  housed  here.    It  is  reoommended  that  ample  space  and  equipment 
be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  these  publio  records. 

Tho  Shoriff 's  bureau  is  located  in  the  Clerk's  office  and  houses  all 
records  there*    It  is  recommended  that  space  and  equipment  be  allotted  for  this 
bureau  and  its  records.

Located  in  a 
desk,  there  are  22-3>-'  of  steel  shelving,  of  which  21 1  are  occupied  with  bound 
volumos,  while  filing  cabinets  provide  20'  of  boxes  25"  deop,  containing 
unbound  materials*    It  is  very  crowded,  allowing  no  space  for  now  shelving. 
Two  flat-top  desks,  two  counter  desks,  one  large  steel  vault,  three  chairs, 
and  one  stool  afford  good  accommodations  to  users.    Approximately  20%  of  tho 
bureau's  records  are  housed  hore,  while  Q0%  are  stored  in  the  vault  under 
the  Auditor's  office.  . 

The  vault  located  undor  the  Auditor's  office,  measures:  30'  by  14*  by  9*, 
with  one  door  7'  by  3',  and  no  windows.    Tho  floor  is  concrete,  coiling  and 
walls,  unfinished  plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    There  is  no  ventilation, 
temperature  moderate,  with  plenty  of  dustj  and  soot.    Along  the  walls,  and 
in  center  of  the  room,  there  are  518'  of  open  steel  shelving,  of  which  400'  are 
occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  filing  cabinets  provide  100'  of  boxes  12" 
deep,  containing  unbound  materials.    It  is  crowded,  allowing  no  space  for  new 
shelving.    There  are  no  accomodations  to  users.    Approximately  96%  of  the 
Assessor's  records,  45%  of  tho  Auditorfs  record,  25%  of  tho  Highway  Super- 
visor's  records,  15%  of  the  Sheriff's  records,  1%  of  the  Recorder's  records, 
and  80%  of  the  Treasurer's:  records  are  housed  here.

The  Assessor  is  nominated  "by  primary  and  elected  for  a  four-year 
term  in  the  fall  election,  there  being  no  prohibition  against  successive 
terms  in  office.     Cualif ications  are  established  by  law;  he  must  have 
boen  a  continuous  freeholder  of  Grange  County  for  not  less  than  four 
years  before  the  date  of  election,  and  he  must  provide  a  five  thousand 
dollar  bond,  vdth  tvro  or  more  good  and  sufficient  freehold  sureties 
approved  by  the  Auditor,  v.*ho  also  administers  the  oath  of  office.

The  Auditor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  fo-  r-yoar 
term,  and  entitled  to  hold  office  for  not  more  than  eight  years  in  any 
period  of  twelve.    The  Auditor  is  roquirod  to  post  bond  in  the  amount 
of  ten  thousand  dollars.     (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  6,  Sec*  2;  Burns

The  Auditor  is  the  clerk  of  the  Eoard  of  County  Commissioners.

cases;  approved  bonds  of  township  trustees;  advertises  and  sell  bonds;
